Row 1, Vine 6: 

Identity uncertain, but probably "Sugar". Vine fairly vigorous, 
leaves glabrous, tendrils stained red. Fruit medium size, sweet and good 
with fairly pronounced flavor. Pulp fairly melting and of good texture. 
Berries from few to 8-10 in cluster, varying in size from 5/8 to 3/4 inch in 
diameter, fairly persistent. Skin rather tough. Color purplish black with 
russet spots and some russet striping.

Row 1 Vine 16 
Varlety probably “Smith". Vine vigorous. Leaves cordate, 


rather small (see outline), tendrils stained. Clusters of fruit rather 
small (1-8). Berries purplish black, round to slightly oblong, 5/8 to 3/4 
inch in diameter with russet spots and some russeting in patches. Seeds 

up to 4-5. Pulp fairly tender and sweet. Flavor mild. Not very acid. 
Berries shatter when ripe. Quality good. Majority of berries of good size.

"Flowers Improved" from J. M. Shipmann. This variety has 
suffered from winter killing, apparently, as many of the vines are killed 
bach to the ground. The 2 or 3 vines remaining are not very vigorous. 
Clusters of fruit contain 8-12 berries, purplish black in color, with 
russet mottling. Not yet ripe. Berries persistent, brush adhering to 
pedicel when berry if removed. Berries 1/2 to 11/16 inch (medium size). 
Too immature at this time to judge of quality. Nothing extra now.

Berries 12-15 mm in diam- 
eter. Rather acid. Quality fair only.

"James"(original) from C. James. Vines rather weak and only 
2 vines of the original 10 really mich alive. Clusters of medium size.

Skin rather leathery, pulp fairly tender. Sweet, but without pronounced 
flavor or acidity. Appears fairly persistent although this seems to be a 
late grape.

Wild grape from C. C. Haven. Vine vigorous. Very small grape 
in clusters of 6-12 berries. Black- look almost like black cherries. Tart - 
with almost the taste of cherries.

No russet spots, or if 
present, inconspicuous.

Rather good 
muscadine flavor. Skin medium thick. Seeds 2-4.

"Tuola", from G. W. Lennon. Vine apparently not very hardy - 

a number of original planting of these dead ( may be due to tendency of this 

grape to overbear ~ Dearing). Foliage thin. Fruit purplish black with 

russet spots and patches. Clusters small to medium, fairly compact. Peduncle 

rather short. Berries 10-20 mm in diameter, persistent. Pulp moderately 

tender but not outstanding in this regard. Not distinctive in flavor. 

Seeds 3-4. Skin rather thick. Quality only fair.

"George" from G? W. Lennon. Vines have only moderate vigor, about 
every other one in the planting missing. Cluster small to medium, 5-10 berries. 
Fruit purplish black with russet spots and patches, round, 16-20 mm. in diameter. 
Sweet, but pulp is a bit tough. Persistent. Seeds 3-4. Flavor fairly good. 
Skin fairly tough and of moderate thickness.

"Wonder of World", from M. T. Williams. Vines young with but 
small amount of fruit. Clusters small to medium with long peduncle. Berries 
dark purple with russet spots, 18-23 mm. in diameter. Skin moderately tough 
and of medium thickness. Seeds 3-4. Appears fairly persistent. Nothing 
distinctive about this grape except size. 





Row 10 Vine 12. 
Small muscadine from M, Folley. Vine vigorous, well loaded 
with fruit. Clusters small to medium. Berries black with russet spots, size 


medium, 16-17 mm. Fairly persistent. Pulp fairl melting, sweet and good 
flavor. Seeds 2~4. 
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Row 11 Vine 2 

Recorded as a Munsoniana No. 5149 from L. G. Boober, but there 
is some doubt in my mind about the identity. Not a Munsoniana at all. 
Vine vigorous bearing a heavy crop. There is a fine aroma to the fruit 
that is noted before arriving at the vine —- a fine fruity odor. Clusters 
medium in size. Berries greenish yellow with russet spots and markings, 
round to slightly elongated, 14-18 mm. in diameter, persistent. Skin thick 
and leathery. Looks like a Scuppernong to me, Seeds 2-3. Pulp fairly tender, 
moderately acid. 
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Row 11 Vine 7 

Recorded as Munsoniana No. 5149 from L. G. Boober, but this 
identification is in doubt, as far as I am concerned. Vine vigorous bearing 
small bunches of a black grape, 8-10 to the cluster, and 13-15mm. in diameter. 
Moderately persistent, rather acid. Pulp moderately tender. Seeds 2-. 
This grape has nothing apparent to recommend it.

Wild muscadine from J. W. Moody. Vine moderately vigorous. 
Clusters small, 6-8 berries, 11-15 mm. in diameter. Color black. Pulp a 
small lump containing usually 1 seed. Rather acid, no particular flavor. 
Shatters readily.

V75 R11 B2 from nursery lot 816. A large late white grape, 
clusters small, Berries yellowish green when mature. Very acid at this time. 
Russet spots and patches. Vine only moderately vigorous. Fruit shatters 
readily. Of fair quality when ripe. Resembles Scuppernong in appearance.

V19 Rl Be. Vine fairly vigorous bearing a white or greenish 
yellow grape. Shatters early. Very acid — sets teeth on edge. Pulp rather 
tough. Seeds 3-4. Berries 15-18 mm in diameter.

Berries purplibh black with russet spobs and patches, 14-20 mm in 
diameter, fairly persistent. Vine makes fine appearance. Pulp fairly tender 
and moderately acid. Flavor fair but not outstanding. A handsome vine and 
fruit. Skin moderately tough, seeds 3-4. Above average in yield and persistence.

V47 RO B2. Vine vigorous with good crop of greenish yellow 
or bronze colored fruit. Clusters contain 6-10 berries 18-24mm. in diameter, 
fairly persistent. Skin tough and medium thick. Pulp fairly tender, rather 
acid. Seeds 2-4. Looks like a fairly good grape though the flavor is not 
pronounced.

"San Rubra" from T. V. Munson. Vine very vigorous with fairly 
heavy crop. Clusters contain 8-15 berries, yellowish green in color with 
a red flush. Pulp fairly tender, rather acid. Persistent... Skin fairly thin 
but tough. Flavor not outstanding. Berries 15-17 mm in diameter.

"San Monta" from T. V. Munson. Vine vigorous with heavy crop. 
Berries black, 10-14 mm in diameter with russet dots and patches. Persistent 
or else quite late. Skin tough butbthin, pulp acid and only moderately 
tender.

Unknown 50340. Vine vigorous with heavy crop of dark purple 
grapes.

Fruit borne in 
clusters of small black berries having tiny russet specks. Berries 10-12 mm 


in diameter. Skin this and fairly tender. Pulp melting and of good flavor.

"Coloring" from Mrs. A. T. Currell. Fairly vigorous vine 
with heavy crop of purplish black berries having russet spots and streaks. 
Clusters fairly compact with 10-20 berries, peduncle short. Berry size 
variable, 17-20 mm being most common. Fruit rather persistent - medium late 
I judge. Pulp of medium tenderness. Flavor fair when ripe.

The seedlings included in this and succeeding selection groups were 
the result of work on the breeding of rotundifolia grapes begun by 
Mr. E. F. Cole in 1907 and continued by Mr. Charles Dearing from 1911 
onward to about 1916. 


In September 1936 selections from the seedlings in Blocks Nos. 4 
and 6 were made by C. A. Magoon and the selections confirmed by Mr. Dearing. 
Records were made at that time of the vine and fruit characteristics and 
of the parentage of the selections. At this time also directions were 
given for the layering of vines for propagation and arrangements made to 
have cuttings sent to the U. S. Horticultural Station at Beltsville, Md. 
for greenhouse propagation work there. Of this last the following is 
to be recorded: 


Cuttings were received from Mr. Dearing on January 23, 1937, from 
Willard, N. C. in 3 boxes. They were inspected at the Station by Mr. 
Prince of the Inspection Servive, on January 27 and passed for propagation. 
Greenhouse space having been supplied by Dr. Frank Gardner where controlled 
heat could be provided work was begun on January 28, 1937. Cuttings 
approximately 4 inches in length were prepared having 5 or more buds. 

The base cut was at the node, care being taken wherever possible to select 
medium-sized canes and those whose nodes were relatively short. These 
were put into the bed to a depth of approximately 3 inches leaving 1 bud 
exposed. After the center bed of greenhouse No. 9 had been filled with 
cuttings 2 bench units on the northwest side of the house were used. 

In these units the sand was not so deep and the cuttings were inserted 
only about 2 — 24 inches. 


Bed heat was regulated to approximately 70°F. 


It was thought advisable to put cuttings also in greengouse No. 7 
where the beds had bottom heat from steam pipes but the sand temperature 
was not automatically regulated. The temperature of the greenhouse, 
manually controlled, averaged about 60 F. 


Records made in the field on the various selections and on the cuttings 
and plants derived therefrom, and of plants secured at Willard, N. C. by 
layering are recorded in the following pages. 


Plans for establishing a new test vineyard unit for further selection 
were made in cooperation with Mr. Dearing at Willard, N. C. én January 4,

Dear Mr. Dearing: 


In working up the records of the Muscadins seedlings of 
blocks 6 and 8, which are now under further study in the new vineyard 
units at Willard, I have run into a difficulty that I cannot straight- 
en out, and am hoping that you will be able to help me. 


In the material on the parentage of Muscadine grapes used in 
breeding seedlings of block 6, which I obtained from you on Septem- 
per 25, 1936, and also in your Journal of Heredity article on Muscadine 
grape breeding, the parentage of V25 R4 B2, that is, the first amor- 
phrodite obtained by Mr. Cole, is given as Eden. x a staminate 
Munsoniana vine. In going back to the original records of block 2 on 
file here, and also your revised vineyard list of 1912, the parentage 
of this grape is given as Eden x Mission '09, Arlington Farm Accession 
No, 7035. I have checked on the Arlington farm accession lists and also 
the pomology lists, and in eri euses Eden x Mission is the indicated 
parentage. The origin of the Mission grape is, according to Hedrick, 
uncertain, and is trought by some to be 2a hybrid of Vitis vinifera 
with Vitis girdiane, and apparently is entirely distinct from the 
Munsoniana. Can you help me out on this? I am anxious that the par- 
entage of these selections is made accurate in our records. I have 
been using the Munsoniana parentage up to this time, but in one or 
two instances have found it necessary to go back to the criginal 
records, and it was in this way that I discovered this discrepancy. 

It would appear to methat the name "Mission" must have been given 
locally to the Munsoniana at the New Smyrna, Florida, vineyard, where 
the first amorphrodite by Mr. Gole was developed. If this is the case, 
4t should be made clear in our records. So far I have been unable to 
clear up the matter from the records in hand, but it may be that I 
have overlooked some entry which would clear up the situation. I shall 
very much appreciate any help you will be able to give me.

"T+ would enpear to me that the neme "Mission" must have been 
given locally to the Munsoniana at the New Smyrna, Florida, vineyard, 


where the first hermaphrodite by Mr, Cole was developed." 


You will find se full record of my observations and of the 
crosses which I subsequently made in my filed revorts. I, of course, 
would not want to teke away from Mr. Cole the credit for having made 
the crosses that yielded the seedlings which I hendled. 


We heve owr pruning all done here and most of the vines are 
tied up, but outdoor work of all kinds hes been more or less at a 
standstill on the Station sinee the first of the year, owing to adverse 
weather conditions. We have had snow and sleet and rain and continuous 
cold so that we have been using our labor working over machinery and 
doing other odd jobs around the buildings, teking invoice, etc. You 
will be interested to know also that we have completely reworked block 
5 and have made a Station overhead vineyard out of it. We are plenning 
before spring to complete the removel of block 1 and block 8, trans- 
planting valuable material to other blocks where there are vacancies
